That most contagious thing 
that has ever visited this planet—Bolshevism! That 
thing which is spreading like wild-fire throughout 
Europe, to England, India, Egypt, China, Japan, 
Australia, South Africa, South America, and to our 

-land—~Boishevism! This new thing fer which 
men are gladly bearing the cross, suffering persecn- 
tion, arrest, the scourge and suffering the death of 
martyrs even as Christ did for the salvation of the 
oppressed, exploited and downtrodden of earth. 
Answer: 

Yes, there is an epidemic spreading over the world 
which is affecting not the bodies but the minds of the 
world’s workers — Bolshevism — Bolshevism. Not 
wonderful, but shocking; not new in theory, but in 
name and application—Bolshevism. A contagion 
bred in the hell of a world-war, and fanned into 
flame by the powers of darkness——Bolshevism. The 
thing which is creating false heroes, “false Christa, 
false prophets deceiving many;” the thing which is 
waging a persecution rather than itself being the 
victim of persecution—Bolshevism. Christ did not 
“suffer persecution, arrest, the scourge and martyr- 
dom” to bring material relief to the poor. He rather 
pronounced them “blessed,” and bade them “rejoice 
and be glad for your reward is very great in 
Heaven” (Matt. V, 12). “You shall lament and 
weep .... but your sorrow shall be changed into 
joy; and your joy no max shall take from you” (John 
XVI, 20). The poor, therefore, who are devoted to 
Christ have every reason to be congratulated. “The 
sufferings of this time are not worthy to be com- 
pared with the glory to come” (Rom. XIII, 18). 
BOLSHEVIST: 

There is something strange and mysterious about 
this movement—Bolshevism. Like the infant Christ, 
it seems to be shielded and protected and safeguarded 
by an allwise God. All the capitalist nations would 
gladly crush it in its infancy—just as the ruler Herod 
sought to kill Christ by his decree of the slaughter 
of the innocents. But He who rules the world is 
staying the hand of the Capitalist slayers, that this 
new Child of the World may grow into power and 
strength and that the new System and the new 
Nation under the New Ferm of Government may be 
as a City Built on a Hill that All may see its light. 
Miraculously this new movement seems shielded from 
foes within and enemies without. 

ANSWER. 

There is nothing very strange and mysterious 
about this movement to those who comprebkend the 
philosophy on which it is based—-Bolshevism. To the 
men of faith it is regarded as the logical consequence 
of infidelity and irreligion. An all-wise God is not 
shielding and protecting it, but merely permitting it 
to teach the world that society and its civilization 
must be built on the Christian principles of justice 
and charity. Your mind confounds victims and 
agents. The apostles of Bolshevism would destroy 
Christ's work, as Herod's agents sought to kill its 
Author. The world’s workers are being deceived by 
Pharisee leaders as were Judea’s people when they 
clamored for the death of Christ. The crimes of 
Capital are many; but they cry to Heaven for no

She 
it was who liberated labor from slavery, who organ- 
ized the first labor guilds, who demanded a fair day’s 
wage for a fair day’s work, who always condemned 
usury and exorbitant prices. 

Christ did not die to make men industrially free, 
but to free them from slavery to material things and 
to make them candidates for eternal riches in an 
other world. 

BOLSHEVIST:

Because the Church has warred for so many 

ears against Socialism, she has been represented as 
he friend of Capital, and an enemy of the laboring 
man. This charge could not bear any serious scrutiny, 
because the Catholic Church owes very little to the 
rich, but very much to the poor. She is known as the 
Church of the working man. One might just as well 
accuse the President of the American Federation of 

r of being an enemy of the working man, since 

. Gompers has frequently denounced Socialism. 

If the Catholic Church has been friendly towards 
Capital, Capital has not at all appreciated it, for it has 
always been generous with its money to promote a 
propaganda against the Church. 

en the Catholic Church made her appearance 
in this world, labor was everywhere regarded as 
oble; slavery and labor were synonymous. It was 
be Church which taught the rich man that he was 
made of the same clay as the poor man; that he himself 
had a Master, by Whose moral law he would be 
‘that he stood a poorer chance than the worker 
of coming into possession of those riches which alone 
count—eternal ones. When Society in Europe was 
the Church was the organizer of Labor 
Guilds for the protection of the worker against an 
employer's greed. The Church then had power to 
te what was a fair wage for a fair day’s work, 
and she insisted that it meant more than is sufficient 
to clothe and feed oneself. She also had power, and 
enforced it, to keep the price of food and clothing 
within proper bounds. There was no chance for any 
one to ome excessively rich; the little producer 
could not be “run to the wall’ by the big producer. 
This is history, and he who will take the pains to verify 
these contentions, can easily do so. 

Pope Leo XIII, the “Pope of the Working Man,” 
issued an Encyclical thirty years ago, which, elaborat- 
ed, would form a text book as up-to-date as one could 
be written, and as sound as the soundest philosophy 
could produce. He holds that Capital and Labor are 
divided unreasonably; and bids them, because they 
need each other, to come together for harmonious co- 
operation. 

The Catholic Church has no defense whatever for 
a system which permits the accumulation of fabulous 
fortunes, either by conscienceless financiers, by stock- 
watering, or other modern methods, while the work- 
ing man must earn dividends on an over-capitalization 
before his wages are raised. On the other hand, the 
Church cannot be sympathetic towards the laboring 
man who will not listen to her warnings against their 
false leaders, against radical agitators, against the 
forces of irreligion which advocate the violation of the 
laws of God to bring the advent of an Utopia, which
